getting the jet black eye that the 
public is giving it.

At the time of our visit, in late 
January, the U.N. was. still 
months behind in processing mail 
orders. Although the first day 
sale took place in October 1951, 
not all of the first day covers had 
yet been despatched. Inquiries 
from those who had placed or- 
ders as far back as last summer 
were still being answered, but the 
stack of these that had not yet 
been reached was tremendous. 

Probably few collectors have 
taken the trouble to read the 
agreement between the United 
Nations and the United States 
Post Office Department which 
permitted the U.N. to issue these 
stamps. At the moment, we aren’t 
interested in the justification for 
these stamps, nor the postal need 
for them, 

As an individual, we feel that 
they were unnecessary on both 
counts, but that is beside the case, 
The fact remains that most of the 
present difficulty stems from the 
efforts of the U.N. to live up to 
the agreement that they have en- 
tered into with the Post Office 
prospects 
for an improvement in the situa- 


|tion are dim until such time as 


the arrangements can be changed 
According to the treaty, the 
U.N. can accept only mail orders 
for the sale of the stamps, and all 
funds accruing to them from these 
orders may be kept by the U.N 
On the other hand, all funds 
taken in by the post office in the 
U.N. Building, accrue to the 
United States Post Office 
Technically, it is illegal for 
stamps bought from the Adminis 
tration to be used on mail, practic- 
ally, since they are indistinguish- 
able, they could be used, and un- 
doubtedly, to a limited extent 
they are being used.

working shop, and for this reason, 
visitors are not permitted unless 
they are on official business. 

Thus it is that the U.N. post_of- 
fice, located in this building, is 
most definitely mot a public post 
office. It is intended solely for 
the convenience of U.N. officials 
and employees, for official and 
personal mail. ; ; 

The post office itself is a tiny 
room on an upper floor, staffed 
by three employees of the United 
States Post Office Department. It 
is woefully inadequate to handle 
even the ordinary volume of U.N. 
mail; to add to its burden the 
philatelic mail that is daily of- 
fered it would no doubt result in 
a complete breakdown of its fa- 
cilities. 

And since whatever business 
that Post Office does will not help 
the U.N. one iota, the U.N. right- 
fully discourages business that 
might go to it. 

Despite the guards at the en- 
trance who prevent the unauthor- 
ized from entering the building, 
stamp collectors, persistent indi- 
viduals that they are, do find their 
way in somehow and often do 
get to the post office. Once there, 
the employee at the window can- 
not refuse their money, and some 
have been able to obtain stamps. 
Of course, centering is a mat- 
ter of chance, and special con- 
sideration,-such as the selling of 
position blocks is not obtainable, 
but it is theoretically possible for 
the individual to buy stamps for 
philatelic purposes there, con- 
trary though it may be to the U.N. 
agreement. 

In fact, it was reported that at 
times official U.N. mail sometimes 
could not be presented at its own 
post office, simply because a 
stamp collector had entered the 
building, and was taking up the 
time of the window clerk with an 
order for one each of the stamps 
issued.

tion back on its heels more than 
anything else was the First Day 
Cover deal, a stunt which they 
contrived to build up good will, 
but which has so backfired that 
they would probably be unwill- 
ing ever to enter into such a 
scheme again. 

With fifteen stamps in the first 
set, the U.N. accepted orders for 
individual covers which they un- 
dertook to address. The job of 
addressing fifteen covers in itself 
may not be a large one, but when 
multiplied by the tens of thou- 
sands who took advantage of the 
offer, the complexity of the situa- 
tion can be imagined.. 

The U.N. sent its Mrs. Lederer 
to Washington to study the set-up 
of our own Philatelic Agency, and 
its First Day Cover service. Back 
in New York, on the basis of the 
efficiency that she had been 
shown in Washington, she _at- 
tempted to set up a similar 
scheme. 

The agreement w’th the post of- 
fice absolutely forvade the sell- 
ing of stamp by any other means 
except by mail, so the ordinary 
idea cf the customary Philatelic 
Agency was excluded. 

She attempted to set up a sys- 
tem whereby envelopes franked 
with stamps could be handed in, 
unaddressed, and handed back 
with the postmark. This was 
contrary to the agreement, and 
could not be done. The only 
method left was the present one, 
cumbersome, slow and laborious, 
but there was no alternative. 

Presently, the full time efforts 
of several persons (who could use 
their time to better advantage 
filling orders) is being used 
acknowledging the complaints 
that are coming in by the sackful. 
Some complaints are irate, some 
courteous, but all are receiving a 
personal, individually typed cour- 
teous letter, explaining the situa- 
tion, and asking tolerance. 

We asked if the story as re- 
ported in LINN’S is true, that 
American dealers could buy 
French francs on the black mar- 
ket here at 460 to the dollar, and 
with them, buy the same sets in 
Paris at the official rate of 350 to 
the dollar. They admited that 
this is not only possible, but that 
it is undoubtedly being done. 

The only limit to such an opera- 
tion is the fact that in Paris, each 
individual purchaser is limited to 
a certain number of sets; there 
would however be nothing to pre- 
vent him from getting in line a 
number of times, nor to hiring 
others to purchase for him. 

If, as one New York dealer as- 
sured us, there is the requirement 
of a written statement that the 
stamps will not be sent out of the 
country, we were not told of it. 
Such -a condition would be of 
doubtful value at best, if it does 
indeed exist. 

We asked if the LINN’S state- 
ment about the mode of payment 
is correct, Although the post of- 
fice itself will take United States 
currency, the U.N. Administra-

by the agreement, naturally pre- 
fers Money Orders, certified 
checks, or bank drafts. Cash re- 
ceived through the mail will not 
be refused, and it is in fact of- 
fered, although negotiable paper 
is of course preferred. 

LINN’S mentioned that orders 
were completely at a_ standstill 
just after Christmas, due to the 
sudden need for an audit. No one 
knew why an audit was called for 
at this time, for the order came 
from higher up officials not con- 
nected with the Postal Adminis- 
tration. But for several weeks 
(not just one week, as reported) 
the entire operation of filling or- 
ders came to a complete halt, 
while the auditors looked for ir- 
regularities. 

When sales were resumed, al- 
though the operations thus far 
had run into the hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, the discrep- 
ancy, if it can be called that, 
amounted to less than two hun- 
dred dollars. Even this sum could 
easily be accounted for by the in- 
evitable “breakage” that occurs 
when sheets wese broken up— 
particularly these sheets, on 
which the perforations did not 
extend into the sheet margin, 
making the breaking up not only 
a much more time-consuming job, 
but one that would naturally 
damage a lot of stamps. 

LINN’S mentioned that a dealer 
complained that not only had his 
order not been acknowledged, 
but that subsequent inquiries 
ignored as well. At this charge, 
the U.N. also pleaded guilty—with 
an explanation. The gentleman 
in charge of stamp sales is no 
longer with the U.N., for reasons, 
we were assured, that had noth- 
ing to do with the stamp situa- 
tion. 

A vast stack of unanswered mail 
was found at his desk, and this 
has been added to the tremendous 
stacks of additional unanswered 
mail, all to be answered in the 
ordinary course of things. Each 
complaint, it was pointed out, is 
not answered automatically. It 
requires a considerable amount 
of checking, to make sure that the 
order had actually been received, 
and that it was in line to be pro- 
cessed when its turn came. 

Realizing that at Christmas 
time, many people seek the un- 
usual in mailing their cards, the 
U.N. wanted to co-operate with 
stamp collectors in particular. A 
number of philatelists prepared 
their cards, and went to the U.N. 
Building to mail them. They 
were not admitted to the post of- 


fice of course, but a co-operative | pngg 


employee of the Postal Adminis- 
tration was kind enough to call 
at the Information Desk periodic- 
ally, picking up the cards and the 
required U.S. funds to pay the 
postage. 

On his own, he visited the P.O., 
bought and affixed the stamps, 
and mailed them.

TRINIDAD & TOBAGO. In 
these days of frequent stamp 
changes, it is interesting to note 
that the design and colors of 
the postage due stamps of Trini- 
dad and Tobago have been in 
continuous use for 66 years. 

Originally issued by Trinidad 
in black on white paper with 
Crown & C. A. watermark, there 
was no change until 1906 when 
the same stamps were issued with 
the multiple Crown and C. A, 
watermark, 

When the two independent col- 
onies of Trinidad and Tobago 
were united as Trinidad and To- 
bago, the same _ postage due 
stamps were used. 

In 1913 Trinidad and Tobago 
issued their first stamps, and in 
1923 the same old postage due 
stamps appeared with _ script 
watermark. 

The next change was in 1948 
when the currency was changed 
from pence to cents. Scott’s Cat- 
alogue list the Crown & C. A., 
and multiple Crown & C. A. 
under Trinidad, and the script 
watermark and the value in 
cents under Trinidad & Tobago. 

All of these stamps are the 
same and the watermark of the 
pence stamps determines wheth- 
er it is Trinidad or Trinidad & 
Tobago. The original issue was 
of 8 varieties from ld to 1/- 
and there has been no change ex- 
cept for the currency’ change. 
This appears to be.a record. 

UNION SOUTH AFRICA. It 
is announced that on March 14 a 
set of five stamps will be re- 
leased to commemorate the ter- 
centenary of the landing of Jan. 
Van Riebeck at Cape Town. 

These stamps’ will also be 
overprinted S. W. A. for use in 
South West Africa. 

AUSTRALIA. Two new post- 
age stamps of 4% and 6% pence 
will be released on February 20. 
Both stamps are of the same size 
and design as the recently is- 
sued 3% pence stamp and bear 
the profile portrait of the King. 

The 4% pence stamp is red in 
color and represents postage on 
a foreign post card. The 6% pence 
stamp is brown in color and rep- 
resents the postage on a normal 
air mail letter within Australia 
and to New Zealand. 

BERMUDA. The Pound stamp 
(Scott’s No. 128) exists in differ- 
ent shades. Scott list same as 
black and violet on red at $5.60. 
Both Gibbons and the Common- 


and black on red at 10 Pounds 
and a brown purple and black 
on salmon at 23/6d. 

NEW ZEALAND—The 2/- 
official stamp of 1937 (Scott’s No. 
O71) exists with various perfora- 
tions. This stamp is priced by 
Scott at $1.00 regardless of per- 
foration. 

If perforated 13% x 14, this 
stamp has just been increased 
by Gibbons’ from 8/- to 6 
Pounds. 

BURMA. The single stamp is- 
sued to commemorate the 100th 
anniversary of the first postage 
stamp (No. 34) is priced by Scott 
at $1.50 mint. Both Gibbons and 
Commonwealth Catalogues price 
this stamp at 6/6 or about 9lec.

Italy Honors 
Composer Bellini 


Although Italy has been a Re- 
public since June 2, 1945 it was 
not until January 28, 1952 that 
this fact was reflected on any 
Italian stamp. On that day, Italy 
issued a commemorative to mark 
the 150th Anniversary of the 
birth of the musician Vincenzo 
Bellini and, in so doing, incor- 
porated into the design of the 
stamp for the first time the in- 
scription “Rep. Italiana” (Italian 
Republic). 

According to P. Ostrow, Eliza- 





beth, N. J., Vincenzo Bellini, op- 
eratic composer, was born in Cat- 
ania, Sicily, in 1801, studied im 
Naples and produced his first 
musical compositions before he 
was 20 years old. He is interna- 
tionally famous for his operas 
The Pirate, The Somnambulist, 
Norma and The Puritans, writ- 
ten between 1827 and 1834. Bel- 
lini died near Paris on September 
23, 1835. 

The stamp issued in Bellini’s 
honor is printed in pearl gray, 
in vertical format with a denom 
ination of 25L. A striking portrait 
of the musician fills out the de- 
sign. 

This stamp is valid for postage 
through December 31 of the cur 
rent year, 

Collectors with a keen memory 
will remember that Italy issued 
a set of stamps in 1935 to com- 
memorate the centenary of Bek 
lini’s death—Scott’s 349-54,

Spreckles and Hawaii 


Some time ago we made inquiries as 
to the collection of Hawaiian Missionary 
stamps that were reputed to have been 
owned by one of the Spreckles family, the 
big Sugar Kings. At that time we could find nothing to indicate 
that such had been the fact, but we now have information direct 
from one of the sons of Mr. Spreckles which states positively that 
the elder Spreckles did have a collection of Hawaiian Missionary 
stamps and that they were given to this son and that the entire 
collection was lost in a fire on a ranch at Napa, California. This 
shows what can be dug up in information when an effort is made. 
It is to be regretted that the collection is no longer in existence as 
it may have revealed things not now known concerning these stamps. 


More and more we are finding references to stamps in the litera- 
ture of Big Business. Mr. Howard C. Webster of Ridgefield Park, 
N. J. sends us pages from two such publications, one is from “ALCOA 
ALUMINUM NEWS LETTER” which pictures a recent stamp from 
Denmark and tells about Hans Christian Oersted who is honored 
by the stamp issue because of his accomplishments as a Scientist. 
Oersted, over a century and a quarter ago produced metallic alum- 
inum. However it was America’s Charles Martin Hall who some 
sixty years later found a process for making aluminum so cheaply 
that it has become one of the greatest of America’s industries, 

The other pages are from System Magazine which features an 
article on 25 years of Air Service and pictures a 15c Air Mail stamp 
of the famous Map series, 

These articles and the use of stamps in big business magazines 
should appeal to the Philatelic world. In fact the stamp societies 
who should have an interest in promoting Philately might well set 
up an office whose principal business might be to watch for these 
uses of stamps in big business magazines and house organs and 
make it the business of the office to try to see that more of such 
were done. Philately needs some good propaganda and it should 
be up to the organizations in our hobby to promote and develop 
such, Stamp publications are doing their share in this way but can 
not individually work on all sorts of prospects, For our part we 
supply lots of sample copies for all sorts of occasions and we have 
repeatedly given young men who wished to edit stamp columns in 
local papers, carte blanche in lifting any news and information from 
our columns. We believe in spreading the gospel. 


An Ohio Stamp Next Year 


Your editor is a member of a committee of five, appointed by 
the State Commission to work with the Post Office Department in 
the selection of a design and to make arrangements for a Sesqui- 
centennial stamp for Ohio in 1953 when the state will be 150 years 
old. This committee has already had several meetings at Colum- 
bus, Ohio and we know that some members of the committee have 
been besieged by other publishers for news and information con- 
cerning the proposed design and other details. It was the under- 
standing of the members of the Committee that nothing relative 
to the design would be made public until the selected design or 
gome other design had been approved by the Post Office Depart- 
mint. Members of the Committee all have photos of the design that 
has been selected by the Committee and which will be offered to 
the Post Office Department with a recommendation for its use, but 
this design is not to be released by any member of the Committee 
until the proper time as mentioned above. 

I can say however that the design altho approved by a majority 
of the Committee is not one that I would personally approve if I 
were the sole person to make a recommendation. I had something 
else in mind for reasons which need not be stated at this time. How- 
ever I can say that the design, if accepted and approved by the 
Post Office Department will be a radical departing from anything 
else in the way of stamp designs that has been used for many years 
past and will perhaps make an attractive stamp. The collectors can 
at least thank the cormmittee for this fact.

We are glad to have heard from 
several readers concerning the 
Playing Cards stamp mentioned 
in our issue of January 28. It 
appears that this is a well known 
variety, the reason for our mis- 
understanding about the stamp 
can be blamed to the fact that 
the Scott catalogue explanation 
of the cancel and the overprint 
8Cts. is not clear and under- 
standable. There.are a number of 
collectors interested in Playing 
Cards stamps and_ they very 
kindly explained this variety. 
It appears that on the issues 
beginning with Scott RF5 and 
running through RF13 and also 
including RF15 that the manu- 
facturers were supplied the ordi- 
nary 2c blue Playing Cards 
stamps and then were authorized 
to apply the surcharge of new 
value - and their cancellation 
marks. This was usually done by 
a combination of the new value 
and the cancellation, and all done 
at one printing. This covers the 
period of a 7 cent tax, 

Then later when the rate was 
changed to 8 cents the _ sur- 
charge RF14 was applied by a

16 surcharge of value was ap-

Now sold for $2, the duck 
stamps provide funds that help 
finance the Federal Government’s 
wildlife refuge program. Eighty- 
five percent of the money real- 
ized from the sale of the stamps 
is used by the Fish and Wildlife 
Service to supplement other funds 
for the purchase and maintenance 
of waterfowl refuges throughout 
the country. 

The remaining 15 per cent is 
used for printing and distribu- 
tion of the stamps, enforcement 
of the Migratory Bird Hunting 
Stamp Act, and other Federal 
activities for migratory bird con- 
servation. 

During the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1951, a total of 1,903,644 
duck stamps were sold to water- 
fowl hunters, conservationists, 
and philatelists.

after nearly three years time he 
was able to do so. About that 
time, a little over two years ago, 
I accompanied the Ohio State Uni- 
versity Marching Band to the 
Rose Bowl] in Pasadena, 

We stayed at Occidental Col- 
lege, not far from Eagle Rock, 
and there the band put the final 
polish on its great Rose Bowl 
show.

He 
said that he had been a part-time 
dealer for many years. During 
World War II, he bought and sold 
a good many collections. 

One day the father of a young 
soldier who was in the South 
Pacific came to Mr. Baker with 
a box full of albums and stamps, 
He showed Mr. Baker a letter 
from the soldier son, authorizing 
the father to sell the boy’s stamps. 
In the batch of material were the 
Glendale Defense errors, 

When Mr. Baker asked the 
father about them, it developed 
that the son had been working in 
a large Glendale war plant before 
called into service. The precan- 
celled errors had turned up in the 
company’s stamp stock and the 
young man had jumped at the 
chance to buy them all. 

Mr. Baker said he had had a 
“hard time” trying to dispose of 
the precancelled errors: that they 
had “moved very slowly,” and 
then mostly by auction. He said 
there were “about 55” completely 
— pairs when he bought the 
ot. 

He wrote that he had:sold all 
the pairs except those that he 
then offered me.

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one, and he sold me the remain- 
der of his supply which had then 
shrunk to 22 true imperf pairs 
plus 70 1-hole pairs, the latter a 
minor variety which I believe 
will one day prove interesting to 
collectors. 

The primary reason is that pre- 
cancel collectors like to trade 
stamps to acquire copies that they 
do not have. Very seldom do 
they spend very much money for 
a specimen. For that reason, the 
precancelled errors are not on 
the market; indeed, no market 
exists. 

Actually, it is the old law of 
supply and demand that is being 
illustrated here. I submitted cop- 
ies of the Glendale error to a 
couple of the leading stamp deal- 
ers in the East, and I pointed out 


‘the relative scarcity of these er- 


rors as compared with the straight 
lc imperf pairs. , 

One dealer wrote to me: “It is 
not at all a question of which is 
the more rare, the Glendale pre- 
cancel or the non-precancel error, 
but it is a question of the pre- 
judice against all precancelled 
stamps among the larger stamp 
collecting fraternity.” 

The second dealer stated: “I 
am happy to see the Glendale 
Defense precancel and to know 
that it exists, but I have an aver- 
sion to precancels. Due to the 
ease of obtaining rare items in 
that field, I turned against the 
legitimate kind long ago. This is 
no reflection upon the people who 
like them, but just a case of where 
the effort to keep them from 
getting stung was more than I 
cared to make.”

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First Day Cachet 
Catalog Progresses 


by George W. Linn 


Dr. Earl Planty, Industrial 
Psychologist of Highland Park, 
New Jersey, reports progress and 
interest in his efforts to prepare 
a catalog listing all known ca- 
chets that have appeared on U. 
S. First Days. Planty’s catalog 
now up to 1940 describes over 
900 different cachets, 

The earliest cachet Dr. Planty 
has been able to locate is on a 
Harding 2c form Marion, Ohio, 
September 1, 1923. It is addressed 
to the editor of this paper and 
bears a five line printed cachet 
in the lower left corner reading, 
“In Memoriam, Warren G. Hard- 
ing, Twenty-Ninth President, 
Born Nov. 2, 1865; Died Aug. 2, 
1923.” 

A much earlier F, D. cover 
well illustrated but not exactly a 
cachet in,the modern sense is 
one of the Fulton stamp, cancelled 
at Fulton’s birthplace, Lancaster, 
Pa. Dr. Planty’s listing describes 
68 cachets before 1930, 110 ca- 
chets issued 1930 through 1933, 
and over 700 different cachets 
from 1934 to 1940. The greatest

Oregon Stamp. There were 37 of 
these. 

Any collectors who have ca- 
chets earlier than the two named 
above or who would like to help 
with this project are invited to 
write Dr. Earl Planty, Highland 
Park, N. J. 

Collectors who read the above 
may or may not grasp the idea 
behind this work. Dr. Planty is 
attempting to list every different 
known cachet for every stamp. In 
the past few years there have 
been many new publishers and 
thus perhaps a greater number of 
different cachets than in other 
years. We have heard of some 
collectors who have been collect- 
ing in this manner for years. We 
know that Mr. William Amos of 
the Sidney Daily News of this 
city has such a collection. We 
do not believe however that he 
has kept it up very well lately. 

In reading over the facts as 
given us by Dr. Planty for the 
preparation of this article we 
were surprised to learn that our 
cachet on the Harding cover of 
1923 is credited with being the 
first in Cacheted Covers. 

This cover was prepared by 
your editor when the Harding 
stamps were issued in 1923. We 
got a small quantity of regular 
Mourning envelopes in small neat 
sizes, envelopes with the conven- 
tional black border and neatly 
printed the cachet in this manner, 
in small neat black face type: 

IN MEMORIUM 
WARREN G. HARDING 
TWENTY-NINTH PRESIDENT 
BORN DIED 
NOV. 2, 1865 AUG. 2, 1923 
This was printed in the lower 


left corner of the envelope. These | 


are quite rare, they come in dif- 
ferent size envelopes.

your editor who prepared and 
produced the First Bureau Pre- 
cancel Catalogue, the First Cata- 
logue of Philatelic Society Seals 
and Labels, and perhaps other 
things which I have forgotten as 
I had not realized that this Hard- 
ing cover was the Daddy of the 
current crop of Cacheted Covers. 

On the day of issue we drove to 
Marion, which is about 40 miles 
north of Columbus, where we 
were located at that time. We 
mailed a quantity of covers from 
Marion and then on the way 
home stopped at all the small 
towns we could make and mailed 
a few. We hit Waldo, just south 
of Marion and then continued on 
into Columbus stopping at other

JAMES MADISON. 
4th President 


Born in Port Conway, Va. 1751 - 
died in 1835. Educated at Prince- 
ton, he early advocated the 
Revolution - became legislator in 
1780 - foremost drafter of the 
Constitution and getting it rati- 
fied - elected to the first House 
of Representatives, supporting the 
policies of Jefferson, and was ap- 
pointed his Secretary of State. 

In 1808, Madison was elected 
President of the U. S. and re- 
elected in 1812. Impending war 
with England finally broke out 
in 1812, and continued two years. 
It was not a successful war for 
us - the invaders burned our 
capitol in Washington and there 
was fear that the New England 
states would secede. 

Madison’s popularity dropped 
to low ebb, but gradually return- 
ed with the better times after the 
Treaty of Ghent, signed in 
Belgium December 14, 1814. It 
provided for the continuance of 
peace between the two warring 
nations, restoration of all prop- 
erties, establishment of a perma- 
nent boundary between the 
United States and Canada, and 
abolition of all slave trade. 

After 1816 Madison retired to 
his home in Montpelier, Virginia, 
where he wrote extensively on 
public affairs, He is best remem- 
bered as - and sometimes called - 
“Father of the Constitution.” 

P. S. - Seems to me like all 
those gentlemen of the Revolu- 
tionary days are recorded as 
fathers or somepin’ of our Dec- 
laration or our Constitution; well, 
probably most of them did have a 
hand in it, one way or t’other.

Childishly scrawled in pencil 
on a postal card from Newark, a 
young philatelist sent in his com- 
plaint that he had not received 


his order. He wrote: 
“lve waited four months 
for these stamps. The two 


cent stamp in purple shows 
the U.N. emblem enclosed by 

a ribbon which bears the 
words Peace, Justice and Se- 
curity. And the 1'%c stamp 
in green shows the U.N. 
Headquarters Building. Cir- 
cled by the words ‘United Na- 
tions’ in Chinese. They’re 
paid for too. Please answer, 
Thank you very much. 
R————- S——__, Newark, N.J.” 
Mrs. Lederer, in showing us 
procedure on complaints, referred 
back to the original order. Sure 
enough, there it was, four pen- 
nies Scotch Taped to a letter. The 
child didn’t stop to think that it 
would take three cents to mail 
out his 3%c face value in U.N. 
stamps—but he did know the 
motto of the United Nations. What 
other child but a stamp collector 
would know that? 

And Mrs. Lederer, explaining 
“We don’t do this as a rule” took 
the order from the bottom of the 
pile, moved it to the top for im- 
mediate filling. We couldn’t get 
angry with her for giving “spe- 
cial attention” to an order of this 
size. That four cents to this child, 
who probably regretted his hav- 
ing to overpay by a half cent be- 
cause of the odd denomination, 
probably meant a great deal—and 
at least in his eyes, the U.N. will 
have redeemed itself, 

There was another order near 
the bottom of the pile. Another 
child, again in pencil, had en- 
closed his allowance for four 
weeks, and added to it some odd 
pennies, totalling 43c. But he had 
just put the coins loose in the en- 
velope, and in the inevitable 
bouncing around that the mail 
gets, the envelope had _ torn. 
When it arrived, it contained one 
single, solitary cent. 

Of course the U.N. frowns on 
cash in the mails, for just this 
reason; there was no responsibil- 
ity for them to fill the order. But 
when the letter was received and 
shown to four girls at the order 
desk, each instinctively reached 
into her pocket book, offering to 
make up the loss, 

It was divided among them, and 
that child’s order was filled in 
full. Unless he reads these lines, 
and recognizes his order by the 
amount involved, he will never 
know that his remittance was 
not received. 

That just about covers the U.N. 
mess.” Merely as our own ob- 
servation, and not based on any- 
thing told us by anyone in the 
organization, we can’t help but 
feel that the situation would be 
perhaps a mite better if the of- 
ficials at the top of the U.N., the 
policy makers, would trouble 
themselves to look into the stamp 
matter. 

Perhaps a few dozen people 
from another department might 
be sent down to the basement to 
help clean up the stamp backlog; 
perhaps a wideawake public re- 
lations man might take the trou- 
ble to tell the stamp magazines 
what was happening, and_ to 
plead for the indulgence of stamp 
collectors, 

They might even  press_ that 
Simon Legree, the United States 
Post Office Department, to relax 
some of the absolutely unwork- 
able clauses in the present treaty, 
at least to resolve the present 
mess. After all, who is being in- 
convenienced by the present mess, 
except the United Nations itself, 
and the taxpayers of the United 
States? 

One last thing mentioned in the 
Linn’s editorial was brought up: 
“Why did the U.N. intimate that 
its stamps would be on sale at the 
November A.S.D.A. show, when 
it knew that they would not be?” 

This statement, appearing in a 
number of stamp magazines, had 
brought many persons to the 
show with the purpose of purchas- 
ing, these stamps, only to find that 
they were available, but only 
from dealers, who naturally were 
obliged to ask a premium over 
face value for them. 

In no uncertain terms, we were 
told that the U.N. had issued no 
release, and had made no state- 
ment, implying that the stamps 
were to be on sale at face value. 
If such a statement did appear, it 
was emphasized, it was not of 
their doing, and was purely a 
publicity release issued by the 
A.S.D.A, itself.

That “ole debbil,” the agree- 


ment with the United States Post 
Office Department would abso- 
lutely forbid their offering the 
stamps for sale in any way, but 
by the method explicitly outlined 
in the agreement itself, 

To conclude, we emphasize 
again. It is a mess. Calling it 
by any other name may sweeten 
the brew, but it doesn’t bring the 
stamps any closer. It will prob- 
ably be months until the workers 
have their desks clear, and let- 
ters of complaint, be they irate 
or courteous, will not help mat- 
ters any. 

Our suggestion to them that a 
publicity release to all the stamp 
Magazines, admitting guilt—with 
an explanation—might help things 
was not accepted with enthusiasm, 
Protocol, you know—and that big 
guy, in a beautiful upstairs office, 
overlooking the river, pondering 
a press release with some pious 
sounding phra#es about U.N. 
principles and objectives. 

We didn’t see that man; we 
were only in the basement, where 
there isn’t any view, and where 
the clerks work long hard hours 
at a difficult job, trying to smooth 
the ruffled feathers of tens of 
thousands of collectors who are 
rightly indignant, but who don’t 
know the facts, 

Who was it that said you should 
read the small print before you 
sign an agreement?

hand corner for the wording “Air 
Mail.” In the lower left hand 
corner is the denomination “80c.” 
In a dark panel, which forms the 
bottom of the stamp, is the word- 
ing “United States Postage.” All 
lettering and numerals are in 
white face Gothic. 
_The 80c air mail stamp was de- 
signed by Victor S. McCloskey, Jr. 
The vignette was engraved by 
George A. Gundersen and the out- 
line frame, lettering and numer- 
als by John S. Edmondson. 

Stamp collectors desiring first- 
day cancellations of this stamp 
may send a limited number of 
addressd envelopes, not in ex- 
cess of ten, to the Postmaster, 
Honolulu, Hawaii, with money 
order remittance to cover the cost 
of the stamps to be affixed. An 
enclosure of medium weight 
should be placed in each envelope 
and the flap either sealed or turn- 
ed in. The outside envelope to 
the postmaster should be endorsed 
“FIRST DAY COVERS.”

For Columbus 


Soon to come from the Doe 
minican Republic is a set of com- 
memorative postage and airmail 
stamps commemorating the erec- 
tion of the Columbus Lighthouse 
in the city of Trujillo. 
Denominations of the regulars 
are 2c, 5c, and 10c. In vertical 
format they will picture a front- 
al view of the monument. 

The airmails will reproduce a 
side view and be in denomina- 
tions of 12c, 14c, 20c, 23c, 25¢ 
29c and $1. 

Souvenir sheets bearing one 
each of these stamps will also 
be offered, they having a print- 
ing of 250,000. 

There has been no first day 
of issue announced, but the Phi- 
latelic Division, Pan American 
Union, Washington 6, D. C. will 
have them for sale plus. return 
postage shortly after their ap- 
pearance. A list of the stamps 
which the Union has for sale can 
be gotten by including a 3c stamp 
with a request for it.
